Strength of Mexicans in Doubt. 

Estimates of the number of men under 
Gen. Aguilar’s command vary widely. 
American army officers at Vera Cruz have 
given the total strength at 6,000 to 8,000. 
Constitutionalist agents here say Aguilar 
bas 60,000 heavily armed and provided 
with machine guns and field artillery. 

Carranza’s idea is believed to be to pre- 
G@pitate warfare between the United 
and Mexico through an attack at Vera 
Cruz and thereby draw to his leadership 
the present warring Mexican factions.

It adds 
that the Chilean government will send 
ald to the stranded vessel, 

The statement detmiled at length the 
measures Chile had taken to preserve 
strict neutrality in the war. 

A dispatch to the Central-News from 
Lima, Peru, says that the Glasgow has 
arrived at Puerto Monte, Chile. 


Rear Admiral Cradock Lost. 

The Good Hope was Rear Admiral! Sir 
Christopher Cradock’s flagship, which 
foundered after being set on fire by shells 
from German warships in the naval bat- 
tle that took place off the Chilean coast 
last Sunday. 

The British cruiser Monmouth, which 
the Germans said they had sunk, was 
badly damaged, and it is possible that it 
is the warship which was reported today 
to be ashore on the coast of Chile. So 
far as is known none of the Good Hope's 
crew survived, not even Rear Admiral 
Cradock. 

Rear Admiral Cradock was in charge 
of the British fleet in Mexican waters at 
the time the American marines occupied 
Vera Crus. He was 52 years old. 

Sir Christopher had a distinguished rec- 
ord anid received many honors and deco- 
rations. During the Soudan campeign in 
1891 he served in the British army, and 
also saw service in China in 1900. His 
gallantry at Taku earned him promotion 
to a captaincy. 

During 1804-'06 Sir Christopher was 


as aid-de-<amp to the king in 1900, and 
became a rear admiral in 1910. 
British Steamers Seized. 

The British steamer Italia of the Anchor 
line, bound from New York to Mediterra- 
nean ports, has been detained at Gibral- 
tar. The authorities there state that the 
Italia has contraband of war aboard.

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REVENGE FOR JAPAN 


TOKIO, Nov. 7, 10 a, m.—It ie officially 
announced that the German fortress of 
Tsing-Tau has surrendered to the Japa- 
nese and British forces. 

‘announcement states that the first 
step bringing about the surrender of 
the fortreas occurred at midnight, when 
the infantry charged and occupied the 
middle fort of the line of defense. In this 
operation they took 200 prisoners. 


‘Releases Allied Fleet. 

The greatest advan .age which will come 
‘to the allies by the fall of Tsing-Tau will 
be the release of the fleets now before thet 
stronghold. They will be freed to take 
part in naval activity in other seas. 

It has been announced that the release 
of these vessels will be followed by an 
active campaign to drive the German 
cruisers which have been raiding shipping 
in all parts of the world from the high 
seas. It is not known whether the first 
action will be against the Germans now 
off the west coast of South America or 
the Karisruhe and other raiders in the 
Indian ocean. 

Ends Picturesque Struggle. 

The fall of Tsing-Tau ends the most 
picturesque of the minor phases of the 
great world war now raging. On two 
continents and in many of the islands of 
the seas, where colonies of the warring 
nations were planted, combats of more or 
leas interest have taken place, garrisons ~ 
have been captured, and towns occupied 
peacefully, but in the little German con- 
cession op the south side of the Shan 
Tung Ching there has bees | 
going np ng re ugust a reduced 
scale of ‘war that from all accounte hae 
duplicated nearly all the features of those 
battles in Europe that have resulted in 
the capture of fortified positions. 

The capture of Tsing~Tau loses to Ger- 
many her last foot of possessions on the 
Asiatic mainland, as well as her las? 
strategic position outside of the German 
empire in Europe. 

For nearly three months the little Ger- 
man garrison, amounting to about 7,000 
men and nearly wholly composed of re- 
servists who were living or doing busi- 
ness in China, has held out against the 
land and sea attacks of the Japanese and 
of certain British detachments of both 
white and Indian troops that found them- 
selves in China at the outbreak of the war. 


Allis’ Losses Heavy. 
What the losses of the garrison have 
been are not known, but the officia! Japa- 
nese and British reports have indicated 
that Tsing-Tau has been taken at heavy 
cost of men on the part of the allies. 
It was on Aug. 16 that Japan threw 
herself into the European wer aa an ally 
of Great Britain after demanding thet 
Germany withdraw or intern ali German 
warships in Asiatic waters and relinquish 
possession of Kiau-Chau. In the state- 
ment from Tokio that accompanied this 
demand Japan asserted her intentions, 
were purely military and did not contem- 
plate the retention of one foot of ground 
on Chinese territory and later affirmed 
that she did not intend to extend her hoid- 
ings in the islands of the Pacific that 
might fall into her possession during the 
campaign. 


Jap Ultimatum Ignored. 
Her demands ignored, when the ulti- 
matum expired a week later, Japan pro- 
ceeded cautiously with plane to seize the 
German eettiement on the Chinese main- 
land, 
The operations in this isolated far east- 
ern theater of the war have been reduced 
to a scale of some 200 square miles, as 
compared with the whole continent of Du- 
rope, but on that account they have been 
none the less interesting. Aeroplanes and 
all other accompaniments of modern war- 
fare have figured in both the Japanese 
and German operations.

Fight Lasts Seven Weeks. 
Fighting continued from the middle of 


both the German and the Japanese war- 
ships and aeroplanes engaged in the bom- 
bardment of each other's positions. On 
one of the most severe of these engage- 
ments, on Oct. 1, it was announced that 
the Japanese loss was 1,700 killed and 800 
wounded. It was then reported that thea 
J. would await the arrival of siege 
guns before continuing operations. At 
various times German losses were re- 
ported up to a score or more. 


Japanese Lose a Cruiser. 

On the night of Oct. 17 occurred the 
most serious of the Japanese naval losses 
when the cruiser Takachiho was blown 
up by the German torpedo boat 8-90. 

It was reported on Oct. 23 that ths 
Japanese had finally installed their siege 
guns under cover on Prince Henry moun- 
tain and other hills near the town. The 
German fortresses included three lines of 
defense. The first of these, on the out- 
skirts, appears to have been evacuated 
some time ago and the garrison concen- 
trated in Forts Moltke and Bismarck and 
Iitis, which occupy commanding posi- 
tions on the range of precipitous hills that 
circle the harbor city. The Germans 
also had five forts exclusively for shore 
defense, 

The heights back of the city are pene- 
trated only by the railway line, and it is 
probably through this path that the allies 
proceeded into Tsing-Tau, once the de- 
fending fortresses had been silenced. 


Pledged Never to Surrender. 

An interesting document in connection 
with the fall of Tsing-Tau is the procia- 
mation which the German governor post- 
ed on Aug. 22. In this he said: 

“ Never shall we surrender the small- 
est bit of ground over which the Ger- 
man flag is flying. From this place, where 
we, with love and success, have endeav- 
ored during the last seventeen years to 
shape a little Germany across the seas, we 
shall not retreat. If the enemy wants 
Tsing-Tau he must come and take it.” 

In taking it the Japanese have again 
had revenge for certain phases of their 
war with China twenty years ago. Vic- 
torious, she was forced, at the instigation 
of Germany, to give up Port Arthur—her 
main fruft of victory—which eventually 
became Russtan. 

Ten years later—in 1904-5—Japan fought 
Russia, ané again took Port Arthur. Now, 
after another interval of ten years, in as- 
sociation with British forces, Japan has 
seized the German possession of Kiau- 
Chau and wiped out a score which had 
been a thorn in its side for two decades. 


BRITAIN WILL CONFISCATE 
COPPER SENT TO GERMANY. 


Shipments Via Italy to Be Taken, 
but Government Will Pay the 
Exporters. 


LONDON, Nov. 6.—Information is in 
the possession of the British government, 
it is said, which proves that large ship- 
ments of copper, rubber, and other com- 
modities are passing through Italian 
ports on their way to Germany. 

In New York large purchases of copper 
are being made by representatives of 
houses in Rotterdam, Amsterdam, and 
Cepenhagen, who, it is stated, are work- 
ing on German account. 

The British government is determined 
that it will use every legitimate means 
to prevent copper reaching Germany, 
where it is being made into ammunition 
for use a@gainst the British forces. Great 
Britain, therefore, is diverting various 
steamers, which are carrying copper to 
Italy, to Gibraltar, where the copper is 
discharged. The steamers are promptly 
released. 

The British government maintains there 
is no alternative left it but to stop this 
alleged contraband trade in copper with 
Gérmany through Italy. 

With a few possible exceptions Ameri- 
can exporters do not suffer, as they have 
been paid aiready, but the British govern- 
ment, not wishing to be unreasonable in 
any way, is prepared, so far as concerns 
Fhipments made before Oct. 20, when 
copper was transferred from the condl- 
tional to the actual contraband list, to 
arrange for the purchase of copper which 
it has detained.

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BERLIN, Nov. 6—<According to in- 
formation given out in official quarters 
today to the press, the sheik-ul-Islam, 
the chief ecclesiastical dignitary of Mo- 
hammedanism in Turkey, has issued a 
decree in Constantinople saying that in 
the fighting with Russia, England, and 
France the duty of every Mussulman is 
to his faith. 

This decree has been spread throughout 
the Mohammedan world and announced 
to the pilgrims at Mecca. 

The advance of Turkish troops in the 
Sinai peninsula in the direction of Egypt 
is reported here from Switzerland. The 
Turkish army operating against Egypt is 
said to number 250,000 men. This news 
was given officially to the press here 
today. 


Afghans to Indian Border. 

A report received here from Constan- 
tinople says that the ameer of Afghanis- 
tan has sent an army of 170,000 men, with 
135 guns, to the Indian frontier. 

The railroad from Herat to Kushk has 
been destroyed. 

A number of Indian border tribes have 
joined the Afghans. 

British officials on the border have been 
arrested, and several of their number 
have been killed. 


Turks Hit British Warship. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, via Sofia and 
London, Nov. 6.—According to a Turkish 
official announcement, one of the British 
warships bombarding the Dardanelles 
was struck by a shot from one of the 
forts and an explosion on board resulted, 

A British steamer, it is also stated, has 
been sunk off Aivali, Asia Minor, after 
the crew and cargo had been put ashore. 


Turks Bombard Russ Port. 
AMSTERDAM, via London, Nov. 6.— 
The Vossische Zeitung has published s 
dispatch from Sofia, Bulgaria, saying that 
Turkish cruisers have successfully bom- 
barded the Russian fortified seaport of 
Batum, on the east shore of the Black sea. 


Greece Annexes Epirus, 
LONDON, Nov. 6.—A dispatch to the 
Central News from Saloniki says that 
Ozographos, the former governor of that 
seaport, has addressed a proclamation to 
the Epirotes informing them of the an- 
nexation of Epirus by Greece. 

It is not believed here that Turkey's 
entrance into the field of combat wil 
greatly affect the Russian campaign 
against the Teutonic allies. Russia has 
three army corps in the Russian Cau- 
casus, none of which has been drawn for 
service elsewhere in the war. 

The Turkish town of Van (140 miles 

southeast of Erzerum, Turkish Armenia) 
is being besieged by a detachment of Ar- 
menians who are aiding the Russians. 
The town has a large arsenal. Another 
Armenian detachment is operating in the 
rear of the Turkish army. 
Russia is reported successfully to have 
invaded Armenia with four army corps 
and the Turkish forces in that district 
are said to be much weaker than they 
have been for some weeks. Russian 
troops are reported as already well across 
the Turkish border and the fighting is 
proceeding along a battle front estimated 
from 100 to 160 miles. 


Battle Results Guesswork., 

Only a vague picture can be formed of 
what is happening in this theater of the 
war orin Egypt. Experience has shown 
that both sides will for days claim the first 
victories as their respective troops clash 
near the borders, 

Through German sources emanates the 
report that the Turks have bombarded 
“ successfully ” the Russian fortified sea- 
port of Batum on the Black sea. 

England's watfare against Turkey is 
still naval and is likely so to remain until 
Turkey invades Egypt. Such a move the 
allies hope will prove the final straw to 
induce Italy to embark its fortunes with 
the entente powers, for the reason that 
such an invasion would be a direct menace 
to Italy's mewly won African possessions. 


TURKS TO PROTECT JEWS? 
New York, Nov. 6.—The safety of Jews 
in Turkey has twice been the subject of 
representation made to the porte by Ger- 
many, according to a statement given 
out here tonight by Count von Bernstorff, 
German ambaagsador to the United States. 
The statement said: 

“Some time ago the German imperial 
government warmly recommended to 
Turkey the protection of Jews of what- 
ver nationalNty. Recently, prior to the 
outbreak of the war, this recommenda- 
tion was renewed. 

‘It had been feared that the numerous 
Jews in Turkey would, in case of war, 
be endangered, not only on account of 
their religion, but also for their non- 
Turkish nationality. Many Jews who 
have resided in Turkey for years are not, 
up to this day, Ottoman citizens. 

“It is, therefore, reassuring to learn 
that Germany has warmly recommended 
to Turkey the protection of all Jews, ir- 
respective of nationality.” 


Sultan’s Men. Plunder Stores. 

Merchandise of every conceivable value 
is being seized by officers of the Ottoman 
government in cities of Syria under the 
general orders of mobilization of troops, 
according to reports from missionaries 
made public today by the board of for- 
eign missions of the Presbyterian church. 

“ Under the order of mobilization,” the 
board states, “ unwilling conscripts are 
being gathered, each soldier being 1e- 
quired to bring with him from his home 
cight days’ rations with a certain amount 
ef money. 

“The loca) officials have turned the 
orders to commandeer horses, mules, 
food, and fodder into ae most wicked and 
unbridled system of plunder. They have 
entered the shops at Beirut at all hours 
of the night and day and have seized not 
only flour and articles of food but dry 
goods, clothing, household uteneils, silk 
stockings by the gross, foreign made 
shoee for women, and expensive sets of 
furniture.”’

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ling carried no marines.

LONDON, Nov. 6-—The Nation today 
prints an open letter to the president of 
the United States from G. Bernard Shaw, 
which says: | 

“Bir: I petition you to invite the peu- 
tral powers to confer with the United 
States of America for the purpose of re- 
questing Great Britain, France, and Ger- 
many to withdraw from the soil of Bel- 
gium and fight out their, quarrel on their 
own territories. 

“* However the sympathies of the neu- 
tral states may be divided, and whatever 
points now at issue between the bellig- 
erent powers may be doubtful, there is one 
point on’ whicht there can be‘nelther di- 
‘vision nor doubt, and that ts that the bel- 
ligerent armies have no right to be in 
Belgium, much less to fight In Belgium 
and to involve the innocent inhabitants 
of that country in their reciprocal slaugh- 
ter. 


Justifies His Appeal. 

“ Will you not question my right to ad- 
dress this petition to you? You are the 
official head of the nation that is béyond 
all question or comparison the chief of 
the neutral powers, marked out from all 
the rest by ite commanding magnitude, by 
its modern democratic constitution, and 
by its freedom froni the complication vf 
monarchy and its traditions, which have 
led Europe into the quaint absurdity of 
war waged formally between a German 
kaiser, a German czar, a German king of 
the Belgians, a German king of England, 
a German emperor of Austria, and agen- 
tleman who shares with you the distinc- 
tion of not being related to any of them, 
and is therefore desirable monarchically 
—one President Poincare of the French- 
men. 

‘I make this petition on its merits with- 
out claiming any representative char- 
acter except such as attaches to me as 
a humen being. We are nota 
nation, but to you it will be that 
even the strongest power or ever an allied 
group of powers can have its position 
completely changed by an expression of 
public opinion from the rest of the worid. 


Points Out a War Cause. 

“In your clear western atmosphereand 
im your peculiarly responsible position as 
the head and center of western democracy 
you, when the European situation became 
threatening three months ago, must have 
been acutely aware of the fact to which 
Europe was so fatally blind—namely> 
that the simple solution of the difficulty 
in which the menace of the Franco-Rueso- 
British entente placed Germany waa for 
the German emper®r to leave his western 
frontier under the safeguard of the neigh- 
borlinees and good faith of the American- 
British-French democracy and then te 
await quite calmly any action that Russia 
might take against his country on the 
east. 

“Had he done eo we could not have at- 
tacked him from behind, and had France 
made such an attack—and it is only in the 
extremist degree probable that French 
public opinion would have permitted such 
a hazardous and unjustifiable adventure— 
he would at the worst have confronted it 
with the fullest sympathy of Great Britain 
and the United States, and at best with 
their active assistance.

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“ It should have called on America, too, 
and it is hard to see how you could in 
honor have disregarded that call, but if 
Belgium says nothing,.but only turns Ms 
eyes dumbly towards you while you look 
at the red ruin Jn its villages, its heaps of 
slain, its monuments and treasures being 
hurled down by friends and enemies alike, 
are you any the less bound to speak out 
than if Belgium had asked you to send a 
million soldiers? : 


Pleads for U. 8. Action. 

- “Not for a moment do I suggest that 
your intervention should be intervention 
on behalf of either alliance or entente. 
If you consider both sides equally guilty 
we know you can find reasons for that 
verdict, but Belgium is innocent, and it is 
on behalf of Belgium that as much of the 
world as is still at peace is waiting for a 
lead from you. 

“ No other question need be prejudiced 
You can leave every question between the 
belligerents fully open, and yet in the 
common interest of the world ask Ger- 
many to'clear out of Belgium inte France 
or across the channel into England if {t 
can, back home if it can force no other 
passage, but at all events out of Belgium. 
A like request would of course be ad- 
dressed to Great Britain and France. 

“ We talk to you of Louvainand Reims

CRACOW SHUT TO REFUGEES; 
RUSSIAN ATTACK IS FEARED. 


Action Is Prelude to Evacuation of 
City by Noncombatants in View 
of Expected Advance by Enemy. 


[By Cable to The Chicago Tribune.) 
VIENNA, via Rome, Nov. 6.—The mill- 
tary authorities of Cracow are forbidding 
the entry of refugees from Galicia. This 
prohibition is a prelude to the evacuation 
of Cracow by noncombatants in view of 
the expected approach of the Russians. 
The courts here are being overworked 
in trying persons who are accused of 
violating the government's ordere for- 
bidding the dissemination of alarming 
news. Most of the arreste are the result 
of reports of police spies. The judges are 
severe and convictions are inevitable. 


430,000 IN GERMAN PRISONS

Ask State Department to Request 
Lifting of Restrictions—German 
Shipments Halted. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 6.—[Special.] 
—An appeal for vigorous action by the 
United States government in the interests 
of the American flour trade with Holland 
was made to Acting Secretary of State 
Lansing this afternoon by a committee 
representing the Millers’ National fed- 
eration, an organization which is said to 
embrace the principal flour producers in 
this country. 

The delegation of flour men, which was 
headed by Mark N. Mennel of Toledo, O., 
president of the federation, and A. P. 
Husband of Chicago, secretary, was au- 
thorized to take up the question with the 
state department by a meeting recently 
held in Chicago. 

Their complaint is against the action 
of the Netherlands government, which, 
as a result of British representations, 
seeking to guard against the shipment of 
foodstuffs to Germany, has established a 
virtual monopoly in the flour trade in 
Holland. 

The fiour men want the United States 
to request the Holland government to dise- 
continue the monopoly in so far as it 
prevents American exporters here from 
dealing with their usual customers.

266 MEN SANK WITH. YORCK. 


German Vessel Which Hit Worth 
Sea Mine Lost Many—384 Res- 
cued by Another Ship. 


BERLIN, Nov. 6, via The Hague and 
London.—A report reaching here from 
Wilhelmshaven shows that 266 men are 
missing from the ciew of the German 
cruiser Yorck, which was sunk recently 
off the North sea coast of Germany as a 
result of accidental contact with a Ger- 
man mine. Three hundred and eighty- 
four members of the crew, including the 
commander and the first officer, were 
taken off by another vessel.

Brussels Licenses Vice. 


* Brussels not only officially recognizes 
prostitution, but licenses houses of ill 
fame.

There is no 
segregated district in Brussels, the 
brothels being located in yarious parts of 
gp ee of the places must submit to 
medical examination at stated periods.

Hoyne Alds Open Fight to Ex- 
pose Wealthy Favored Cit- 
zens of Chicago. 


An exposé of thousands of “ tax dodg- 
ers * in Cook county was begun yesterday 
in the County court by four assistants to 
State's Attorney Hoyne. The evidence 
collected by accountants for six months is 
said to point out more than 15, persons 
who have evaded payment of taxes during 
the last three years and may involve 
members of the board of assessors. 
Cook county has been cheated out of al- 
Most $100,000,000 in taxes, it is charged, 
in the last six years, during which time 
the practice of “ tax dodging ” has large- 
ly grown. 

What Hearing Shows. 
The state's attorney's first step was 
to seek permission to file a criminal infor- 
mation in the County: court by which 
hundreds of wealthy and prominent Chi- 
cagoans will be haled into court and 
subjected to the possibility of indictment 
by the grand jury. This preliminary 
during the day brought out the follow- 
ing points: 

Large assessments were entered by 
the field assessors and stricken off the 
books by the members of the board of 
assessors at the request of those as- 
sessed and without any verification of 
their statements as to the actual value 
of the property. 

Assessments were raised by the 
board of review over the figures placed 
by the assessors, and in the following 
year the assessment would be left off 
the books entirely by the assessors. 

Business houses were entered on the 
assessors’ books as being “‘out of busi- 
ness" and nonassessabie, when inves- 
tigation disclosed they were doing busi- 
ness as always.

$80,000,000 Lost to People. 
Assistant State’s Attorney Hayden N

An assessment of $236,000 on the Conti- 
nental Clothing company, placed by the 
field worker, subsequently was reduced to 
$27,966 at the company’s request. The 
estate of the late Albert H. Veeder, an 
attorney, was probated at $1,026,756, yet 
the assessors’ records show that last 
year he paid taxes on only $6,000. Simi- 
larly it was charged that the late Darius 
Miller, president of the Burlington rail- 
road, was worth $168,198, while he paid 
taxes on but $5,000. 

“How about this assesment on the 
property of Walden Shaw, the taxicab 
man, at his home, 4980 Woodlawn ave- 
nue?” asked Assistant State’s Attorney 
Henry A. Berger. “In 1912 he was as- 
sessed at $3,000. In 1913 the field man’s 
report showed the property to be worth 
at least $5,700, and Assessor Wolf cut the 
amount to $3,000.

The facts are that the city is in position to build 
a subway which will relieve congestion where it is 
most damaging—in the downtown district.

It can make it possible to take street car 
traffic off the streets where congestion is the 
greatest and to eliminate the snail crawl of the 
cars in the loop district. 

Later this subway system can be made to fit in 
with any comprebensive system which may be 
proved practical. In the meanwhile there is clear 
gain. If this idea now recommends itself to the 
mayor, he, by indorsing it, reveals progress. 

We do not obstruct any better system by taking 
such improvement as now is possible. Obstruction 
would be possible, but it is not the necessary con- 
dition and there ig sufficient intelligence in the 
city administration to protect all the city’s inter- 
esta.

SURPRISES OF THE WAR. 

To the layman, at least, if not to the expert, 
the war has developed several surprises. One. is 
the failure of the Germans to sweep the field to 
Paris. Another is the failure of the British to 
sweep the seas of Germans. Another is the failure 
of Russia’s sea of men to inundate Prussia. 

Of course the foregoing is a very loose way of 
putting the expectations referred to, but it is not 
essentially inaccurate. It was widely believed that 
the overwhelming German army would fight its 
way swiftly over northern France and take Paris 
in a few weeks. It has not done so. On the con- 
trary, over three months have passed by end: the 
German army is in an apparent stalemate on the 
northern border of France, fighting with splendid 
valor and pitiless self-sacrifice, but obviously 
checked. | 

On the other hand, while the main German fleet 
is bottled up by the main British and French force, 
such striking naval successes as have occurred have 
to be credited to the Germans. The feat’ of the 
submarine U-9 did not seriously weaken the Brit- 
ish fleet, but its moral value to the Germans wes 
undoubtedly great. The adventures of the light 
cruisers Emden and Karlsruhe are important in: the 
same way, and the victory off Chile still more so. 

Im the eastern theater of the land war the tre- 
mendous weight of the Russian pene 
manifested itself, and the critical action is on Rus- 
sian soil. The Austrians have acquitted them- 
selves well after their first reverse, and exhausted 
Servia is unable to do more than defend itself,

OUR SUBMARINE IN 1776. 
{From the World's Work.] 

Mines have an interesting and romantic his- 
tory; for their beginnings we must go back to 
our revolutionary war. An ingenious undergrad- 
uate of Yale, David Bushnell, worked out the 
idea while still a college student. “ Bushnell’s 
Turtle,” which he constructed, represented not 
only the first attempt at a submarine mine; it 
was also the world's first submarine boat. These 
two deadly engines, which play so important a’ 
part in the present struggle, originated in the 
same brain and at the same time. Bushnell’s chief 
ambition was to construct a receptacle contain- 
ing an explosive which he could set off under 


merely as a method of putting this amicable 
engine in position, ; 

The whole contraption, according to contem- 
porary descriptions, was shaped something like 
a “round clam.” The vessel was large enough 
to hold a man in sitting posture; its elevation 
and submersion was accomplished by letting 
water in and out; it had an elaborate mechanism 
for steering and propulsion. The navigator 
worked a couple of treads with his feet after the 
present fashion of running a sewing machine; 
this gtarted a couple of paddle wheels on the out- 


side, which furnished the vessel's motive power. 
The exterior wall held in place a large keg 
filled with gunpowder, ignited by a fuse; at the 
critical moment the inmate released this, backed 
away quickly Bo as to save his own skin, and 
calmly awaited the pending destruction. Bush- 
nell, after many experiments, finally made a night 
attack on the British cruiser Hagie, anchored off 
Staten teland. His submarine worked success- 
fully; his torpedo exploded according to pro- 
@Tam; owing to some mistake in calculation, 
however, it did not go off directly under the 
British vessel, but at a little distance away. 
‘ All that Bushnell got for his pains, therefore, 
was a loud report and a huge geyser. The Eng- 
lish seamen, although not destroyed, were con- 
siderably amazed. They had never dreamed of 
anything like this. The erformance had about 
the game effect upon them that the appearance of 
the Zeppelins has had in the present war, the 
only difference being that they expected the Zep- 
pelina, whereas Bushnell's torpedo took them en- 
tirely by surprise.

TUBERCULIN TEST FOR MILE. 

Chicago, Nov. 5.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une.)—Your editorial entitled “ A Battle 
for the Children” is doubtless well in- 
tended. We are all one in wanting clean 
and safe milk for ourselves and for the 
children of the community. On this point 
there is surely no difference of opinion. 
Difference of opinion arises when we are 
told, as we are in your editorial, that the 
way, and the only way, to battle for the 
children is to fight for the tuberculin test. 
Judging by the past this way of battling 
for the children is very ineffective. After 
many years of agitation not a single 
American city of any size is requiring its 
milk to come from tuberculin tested cows. 
Every attempt to enforce such an ordi- 
nance has been a failure. Chicago tried 
it five years ago and failed, failed com- 
pletely before the Shurtleff law was 
passed. 

Milwaukee's failure the last year is 
fresh in all our minds. Until dairymen 
around our cities ready to test their cows 
are sufficient in number tosupply the city 
with milk, it is a waste of time to pass 
laws requiring the test. It moreover is 
idle to agitate in favor of such a law. So 
long as people will have milk and farmers 
will not test their cows, you are battling 
to no avail to pass laws requiring the test. 
Instead of saying as you do, “ There is 
only one way to safeguard against milk 
from diseased cows, and that ts to have 
the cows put through a tuberculin test,”’ 
your sentence should have read, ‘‘ There 
is one perfect way of safeguarding milk 
immensely superior to that of having the 
cows put through a tuberculin test, and 
that is to require perfect pasturization.”’ 

Milk may come from tuberculin tested 
cows and still be laden with disease germs 
injurious to the health and even to the 
life of our children, but if milk is rightly 
pasturized no harmful germ of any kind 
is left and the milk is absolutely safe.

SENATOR THOMAS RE-ELECTED. 

Denver, Colo., Nov. 6—Republican 
State Chairman Stewart this afternoon 
conceded the re#lection of United States 
Senator Charlies 8. Thomas, Democrat, 
over Hubert Work, Republican, by at 
least 1,000 plurality. 

Senator Thomas, in a public statement 
on the result of the election, declared T. 
M. Patterson was defeated for governor 
through the “ most shameful deal ever 
known in Colorado politics.” He said 
Patterson was “ double crossed’ by the 
liquor interests in favor of Carleon, Re- 
publican governor-elect, and that the 
perpetrators of the deal would be prose- 
cuted under the federal election laws and 
corrupt practices act.

votes. 


DEMOCRATS RULE NEBRASKA. 

Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 6—Complete un- 
official returns show that the Nebraska 
Iegislature of 1915 will be overwhelmingly 
Democratic. In the senate the parties 
will be divided as follows: 

Democrats, 10; Republicans, 14. In the 
house, Democrats, 67; Republicans, 33. 

Besides re#lecting Gov. Morehead, the 
Democratic party elected the state treas- 
urer and one regent of the university. 
The Republicans retain the other eight 
state offices, except attorney general and 
state auditor, which are still in doubt. 


NEWLANDS FACES A CONTEST.

Washington, D. 0., Nov. 6.—{Special.)— 
With Chairman Harlan dissenting the in- 
terstate commerce commission today so 
modified its industrial railways decision 
as to permit the granting of allowances 
by trunk lines to the industrials. 

The modified decision is based on the 
recent decision of the United States Su- 
preme court in the tap Line case, declar- 
ing the tap lines common carriers. It 
provides that in every case of a tap line 
or an industrial railway the allowances 
shall be decided on the individual merita 

The commission set dates for hearings 
‘on the reasonableness of the allowances 
made by carriers in official classification 
territory. One of these hearings -will be 
held in Chicago on Nov., 80, at which time 
the allowances granted to the industrial 
railwaye in the vicinity of Chicago will 
be investigated.

Did the good roads bond issue pass? 

County officials and members of the 
Associated Good Roads organization are 
seeking light on the question. Attorneys 
who have considered the problem will not 
venture an opinion. 

Robert W. Dunn, attorney for the good 
roads organization, said yesterday he 
would advise his clients to have the ya- 
lidity. of the issue tested in the Supreme 
court. Mr. Dunn expressed the view 
that the ambiguity of the statute wou'd 
make ‘it impossible to sell the bonds un- 
less the Supreme court placed its.O. K. 
on the legality of the issue. 


Majority of All Votes? 

One interpretation of the law under 
which the election was held would make it 
necessary for the bond issue to receive a 
majority of all the votes cast at the 
tion. 

If this interpretation is corr ect, the 
$2,000,000 good roads bond issue failed. 

The vote on the proposition was: Yes, 
219,336; no, 156,206. There were 463,500 
ballots cast in the county election, ac- 
cording to the unofficial returns. A ma- 
jority of all the votes cast would, there- 
fore, be more than 231;789. 

Certain parts of the law, however, seem 
to indicate that such a bond issue requires 
only a majority of those voting on the 
proposition. On this theory the good 
roads proposition passed. 


Would Be Hard to Se]l Bonds. 

“The 1913 law is incomplete and un- 
satisfactory,"’ seid Mr. Dunn. “ Its am- 
biguity is such that it would probably be 
difficult to sell the bondseven if they were 
issued. There are two courses open. One 
is to make a test case and take it to the 
, Supreme court, and the other is to submit 
the proposition to the voters next spring 
in the hope of getting a majority of all 
the votes cast. 

‘* Tt would probably be better to have the 
Supreme court pases on the law first be- 
fore we take any other steps. Then we 
will know where we atand. 

"The county board could direct the 
county clerk to exténd the tax in the man- 
mer provided by law, and then an injunc- 
tion suit could be started. This would 
doubtless be the best manner in which to 
bring the question before the Supreme 
court.”’ 


This Caused the Trouble. 

It is one sentence in the 1913 act that 
caused all the difficulty, This sentence 
says: 

“If a majority of all the ballots cast 
at said election shall be in favor of the 
special permanent road tax, it shall be the 
duty of the county board to direct the 
county clerk to extend such tax against 
all taxable property.”’ 

Almost identically the same language 
was used in a similar act passed in 1888. 

The question involved was passed on 
by the Supreme court in 1912. The court 
said: 

‘‘ While a majority of those voting upon 
the proposition voted tn favor of the hard 
road tax, the proposition was lost be 
| cause it failed to.receive a majority of all 

ballots cast at the election at which the 
| proposition was submitted. The levy of 

this tax was therefore illegal and the 
court should have sustained appellant's 
| objection thereto.’

Washington, D. C., Nov. 6—{Special. }]— 
President Wilson is devoting his entire 
attention now to plans for the future of 
the Democratic party. 
The president is absorbing the advice 


of cabinet members and his intimate 


friends on the best way to proceed. Not- 
withstanding the overly optimistic state- 
ments issued by his followers on the out- 
come of Tuesday's election, the presi- 
dent realizes he will have a troublesome 
body of Democratic congressmen in 
Washington on Dec. 1. He is endeavoring 
to hit on some scheme to relieve the sore- 
ness existing among the defeated Demo- 
crats. : 

The patronage bait is gone, however. 
He has distributed practically all of the 
worth while places except the federal 
trade commission and one vacancy on the 
industrial commission. Places on the 
former cannot be filled by members of 
congress and the remuneration attached 
to the latter is so small that defeated 
members looking to the administration to 
reimburse them for their lose would not 
be likely to consider it. 


Wants to Avoid Friction. 

The president want. to handle the de- 
feated wing of the Democracy in such a 
way as will prevent any factional out- 
break before March 4. He has not decided 
whether to attempt this by asking for 
the passage of more legislation or by 
urging the passage of appropriation bills 
only during the approaching short ses- 
sion. 

The president is inclined to believe the 

future welfare of his party can be taken 
care of better through a healing of dif- 
ferences within the party than through 
more legislation. He realizea, however, 
that he is facing a hard task. 
" Northern Democrats who were reélected 
will return to Washington determined to 
contest with the members from the solid 
south for influence and position in. the 
house. Up to the present time the south- 
erners have run over them rough shod. 
Now, however, the northerners are ote 
pared to dictate terms or revolt. 

‘President Wilson is strongly southern in 
his sympathies and theories. He has 
chosen his lieutenants from the southern 
contingent in congress. He favors the 
election of a southern member to suc- 
ceed Majority Leader Underwood in the 
house. But already he has heard that the 
north is determined to have something to 
say ‘about this selection. 


Tammany Attitude a Worry. 

The president’s greatest concern is over 
the attitude of the Tammany delegation 
from New York. Congressman John J. 
Fitzgerald, chairman of the appropriation 
committee, will attempt to manipulate 
this group, known as his “ reserves,”’ in 
such a way as will obtain the best re- 
sults for Tammany hall. 

President Wilson has crossed swords 
with Tammany since he entered politics. 
Until ‘cuesday he thought he had the 
Tiger whipped. The election of Whitman 
to the governorship of New York, com- 
bined with Tammany’s friendship for him 
as against Wilson, undoubtedly will make 
Whitman a strong candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination in 1916.

Sherman Anti-Trust Law. . 


New York, Nov. 6.—[Specia!.J]—James A. 
Patten, the former cotton king, who re- 
cently was fined $4,000 for violating the 
Sherman law by engineering a corner in 
cotton in 1910, is the main defendant ina 
elvil suit brought under the Sherman law 
in the United States District court today 
by Charles Waite of Chicago and Robert 
Henry Thorburn of this city. The suit 
has to do with the cats corner of July, 
1902, which Patten is also said to have 
manipulated. 

The plaintiffs formerly were members of 
the firm of Waiie, Thorburn & Co., grain 
commission merchants and members of 
the Chicago boaid of trade, who were 
caught in the oats corner. They say that 
they were damaged to the extent of $100,- 
000 by alleged conspiracy and ask treble 
damages of $300,000 under the Sherman 
law. 

Other Defendants in Suit. 

The lapse of time between the acts com- 
Diained of and the bringing of the suit 
is probably due to the fact that until Pat- 
ten was indicted for his,cotton pool oper- 
ations by the federal authorities the 
manipulation of a speculative pool or cor- 
ner waé not considered illegal. 

The defendants named in the suit be- 
sides Mr. Patten are William H. Bartlett, 
now of New Mexico, and Frank P. Frazer 
of th.s city. They were members of the 
firm of Bartlett, Frazer & Co., grain 
brokers of Chicago. This concern, ac- 
cording to the complaint, was one-of the 
numerous companies associated with Pat- 
ten in his conspiracy to raise the price 
of oats. 

The complaint states that in pursuance 

of the consp.racy the defendants and un- 
known conspirators bought up the entire 
avaliable supply of the various brands of 
new style oats in Chicago warehouses for 
delivery in July, 1902. This supply, the 
complaint says, amounted to 1,250,000 
busttels, in addition to which the defend- 
a@nts took up 10,000,000 bushels above the 
visible supply. 


Made “Artificial” Prices. 

As the transactions in the oat pit main- 
tained by the Chicago board of trade fix 
the market price throughout the country, 
the complaint says the defendants, after 
buying up the available supply, were en- 
abled to raise prices to “ extortionate, 
unreasonable, and artificial ’’ figures, to 
the injury of merchants, dealers, manu- 
facturers, and consumers throughout the 
country. 

The complaint charges that the defend- 
ants, through their alleged monopoly, 
were able at one time to raise price 
to 70 cents a bushel and maintain an av- 
erage price of 64 cents a bushel! until the 
close of the July market. 

All the transactions of the defendants 
and their unnamed associates in the pit 
were taken secretly, the complaint says, 
all the parties to the pool binding them- 
Selves not to sell what they had bought 
save at the agreed price. 


Plaintiffs Lost Similar Suit. 

John S. Wise Jr. of 20 Broad street, at- 
torney for the plaintiffs, said today that o 
suit growing out of the same oat corner 
had been decided favorably by the Supe- 
rior court of Cook county, IIIL., in 1905, but 
had later been reversed by the Supreme 

court of the state. , 

In this suit the same defendants sought 
to enjoin the Chicago board of trade and 
-the Bank of Montreal from delivering 
over their margin certificates. 

In a collateral decision in the Patten 
cotton corner case in January, 1913, the 
Supreme court of the United States held 
pools to be illegal. The following month 
Patten pleaded guilty to the charge 
against him before Judge Mayer in the 
United States District court here. Later 
four of his associates pleaded nolo con- 
tendere and were fined $4,000 each. 


DE LUXE BOOK MEN ARE HIT. 


W. J. Hartley and J. J. Farmer, 
Convicted of Mail Frauds, 
Sentenced to Two Years. 


New York, Nov. 6.—William J. Hartley 
and James J. Farmer, recently convicted 
of using the mails to defraud purchasers 
of rare books, were sentenced today to 
serve terms of two years in the federal 
penitentiary at Atlanta. The Anglo 
American Authors’ association, a cor- 
poration composed of the defendants and 
others, was fined $2,000. 

Counsel for Hartley and Farmer filed 
with the court a writ or error which acts 
as a stay, amd bail was fixed at $10,000 
each. 

The extent of the swindle charged 
against the defendants and others tried 
with them was approximately $10,000,000, 
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the Germans, it shatters fortresses as 
easily as huts.

The 
hill is exhilarating—for a few minutes. 
But-folk are always in a hurry to get 
away before dark.

Rollin Lynde Hartt did not, of course, 
select his own name. But it must have 
been given him by prophetic parents, for 
it admirably suits the mood of blithe in- 
quisitiveness with which he approaches 
the world. Of all American writers, he 
is, perhaps, the most high spirited. He 
so enjoys what he sees and hears, he 
writes about it with such spontameity 
that the reader contracts enthusiasm 


from him. 


—— 

‘“ IINDERSTANDING THE FRENCH” 
is his latest volume. (Published by Mc- 
Bride, Nast & Co.) In it he says pretty 
much what he pleases. He very frequent- 
ly disagrees with popular opinion con- 
cerning the French. He regards them 
as less clever and far wiser than it Is the 
custom to think them; he says they bring 
up their children badly; he believes them 
to be really religious; he finds them full 
of loyal memories, and he declares they 
make good friends and gorgeous enemies. 

“Of almost any Frenchman,"’ he 
writes, *“‘I think you may say without 
exaggeration: 

“He was strong in body, despite most 
untoward circumstances; seriousin mind, 
though capable of infinite jolity; gifted 
with rare genius, albeit of a technical 
rather than a practical order; artistic, 
and, therefore, courteous; in morals no 
Puritan, but at the same time no hypo- 
crite; religious, and all the more 80 if his 
religion consisted in a passionate hatred 
of all religion whatsoever; fiery in his 
hove of children, of glory, and of sociabil- 
ity: and patient under government ex- 
cept when cruelly used or when assailed 
in his principles. 

“In a word, he was human, and iff he 
had his weaknesses, he nevertheless dis- 
played a hardihood, a tenderness, and a 
romantic idealism that won him the love 
and admiring remembrance of all who 
knew him well.’ ” 

Mr. Hartt is perfectly lucid when he 
writes about the Independents whose 
pictures have so disturbed a world of well 
orgamized art. Of the Cubist, the Fu- 
turists, the Post-Impressionists, and the 
Orphists he leas this to say: 

“Outrageous fellows, who could not 
paint if they would and would not if they

But as on a particu- 
lar evening one of ‘@: beautiful million- 
airesses did not receive the box in which 
she intended to shine because another 
beautiful woman had anticipated her, the 
husband of the former took prompt action 
and caused the Metropolitan Opera house 
to arise, wherein hie beloved wife might 
dazzle, Thither everybody now streamed, 
and the old Academy of Music was quick- 
ly forgotten.” 

A good story, but I doubt its authen- 
ticity. 

Mme. Lehmann’s season in America was 
not without ite struggles. Edmund Stan- 
ton, a young reine lager 6 from 
the ranks of society, was fhe manager or 
“intendent " of the Metropolitan Opera 
house when Mme. Lehmann first sang 
there. He was a novice at the business 
and confusion behind the scenes was s0 
bad that Mme. Lehmann vowed that she 
would not sing any further. ‘“‘ Some- 
times,"’ she writes, ‘“‘ I swore in pure Ger- 
man—I am aware it was not ladylike—but 
I swore all the same to clear the air about 
me, and finally I succeeded.”’ 

Anton Seidl, “ Richard Wagner's fa- 
vorite pupil,” was the conductor of the 
opera at that time, and she was “ happy 
under his perfect leading.” She and Seid! 
understood each other, and not the slight- 
‘est discord ever arose between the 
“artists up above and the conductor 
down below, who led his splendid or- 
chestra so gloriously.”

Armours Issue Statement. 

The following statement was issued last 
night by F. E. White for Armour & Co.

“We will not buy or receive any cat- 
tle except through the regular channel 
of the Union stockyards in the usual way. 

“We are not constructing any special 
pens or chutes and have no intention of 
As far as Armour & Co. are 
concerned we are cotperating in every 
possible maaner with both the federal 
and state authorities. We realize that 


it is only *by so doing and the adoption 


of the most stringent precautions that 
the situation can be cleared and what 


might have developed into a national ca- 


tastrophe quickly checked. 


Federal Stamp Insures Safety. 

“ The public need have no fear but that 
the meat offered to them by their butch- 
ers, so long as it bears the words‘ U. 8. 
Inspected and Passed,’ is anything but 
absolutely pure. 

“ The housewife, in the light of present 
conditions, should insist on purchasing 
meat that has been inspected and passed 
by representatives of tne bureau of ani- 
mal industry. If the precaution be adopt- 
ed there is nothing, absolutely nothing, 
to fear.” 

Poultry advanced from 1% to 2% cents 
a pound during the day, and eggs sold 
from 1 to 2 cents higher per dozen. It 
was said that the poultry dealers were 


'gamblL.ng on an increase in the cost of 
‘meat and a greater demand for poultry 


and eggs, but this was denied by the com- 
mission men. 

The board of directors of the Interna- 
tional Live Stock show voted to post- 
pone indefinitely the show scheduled to 
start on Dec. 1. Upto yesterday it was 
thought it might be possibie to hold this 
big event some time after the first of the 
next year. 

Chicagoans have little to fear because 
of the foot and mouth epidemic, accord- 
ing to Dr. George B. Young, health com- 
missioner. The disease is communicable 
to humans only through milk, butter, and 
cheese, according to Dr. Young. 


Milk Closely Watched. 

“Inspectors from the health commis- 
gioner’s office have kept a close watch 
to exclude milk from Chicago's supply 
from territory known to be infected with 
the foot and mouth disease,’’ said Dr. 
Young. “ We have out off so far only 
about forty or fifty cans of milk dally 
from the usual milk supply. At present 
Chicago's milk supply is not threatened 
to a serious extent. If the disease should 
spread throughout Illinois and Wiscon- 
sin Chicago’s milk supply, however, might 
be seriously curiailed. 

“There is no danger from milk thet 
has been pasteurized. Milk fed to babies 
and sma!l children should be boiled as a 
precautionary measure.”’ 


Issue Warning to Boil Milk. 

“ Boil the milk " was the warning issued 
to all milk users in Chicago and Illinois 
in resolutions adopted at a meeting of the 
milk commission of the Chicago Medical 
society at the Chicago Athletic associa- 
tion last night. The resolutions in part

Shipment of live stock, both Interstate 
and intrastate, was prohibited for ten 
days by the East Buffalo Live Stock as- 
sociation rollowing a conference with 
government officials. 

Retailers in New York City generally 
declared that a 2 cent increase in the 
price of meat would go into effect next 
week, but Borough President Marks of 
Manhattan was assured by the dealers 
in the open markets recently established 
by the city that there would be no in- 
crease. 

The expected quarantine order in Iowa 
was sent following the finding of more 
diseased cattle in a car shipped from 
Chicago to Williamsburg. The cattle 
were killed and two farms were quar- 
antined. 


Ammons Stops Importations. 
As a result of the spreading of the dis- 
ease west of the Mississippi, Gov. E. M. 
Ammons of Colorado issued a procilama- 
tion forbidding the importation of cat- 
tle, sheep, and hogs into the state. 

The officials of the Union Stock Yards 
ecmpany at Omaha established a quar- 
antine against Iowa cattle and asked that 
the staff of government inspectors at the 
yards be increased. 

The most westerly case of infection was 
found among a carload of cattle from 
Chicago at Glendive, near Butte, Mont. 
A case of a herdsman afflicted with the 
fcot and mouth disease was reported from 
Como, Mass., and three infected cattle 
have been found in that state, according 
to dispatches. 

As far as is known the case at Como 
is the first human case of the disease re- 
ported. No other cases have been dis- 
covered in the south, but the department 
of agriculture of Tennessee ordered all 
cattle detained at the Nashville yards 
until inspected by government officials. 


Unier Control in Two States. 
It was announced that the epidemics in 
Michigan and Indiana were under con- 
trol, although several new cases were 
found in the Hoosier state. 

It was said that the closing of the stock 
yards at Peoria and BPaet St. Louis at 
midnight last night would throw 10,000 
men out of work temporarily. The work 
of disinfection was begun at both places 
during the day. East St. Louis packers 
say they have enough stock on hand to 
keep the killing floors busy until Monday 
or Tuesday. 

Spencer Otia Sr., Spencer Otis Jr., Hy, 
Stillson Hart, and George Van Hagen, 
four Chicago stock fanciers, eatadblished 
rigid quarantines on their properties— 
Hawthorn, Otis, Hartwood, and Wake- 
field stock farms—near Barrington, to 
protect their valuable cattle. 

All their fancy breeds had been shipped 
back from the National Dairy show be- 
fore the Chicago quarantine was enforced, 
Among the blooded stock on the farms is 
a $20,000 Holstein bull calf owned jointly 
by the four men. 

The farmers of Sugar Frove, near Au- 
rora, have organized a vigilance squad of 
fifty men to kill all stray cats, dogs, 
goats, pigeons, chickens, and other fowls 
considered carriers of the disease which 
hae broken out extensively in Kane 


county.

FEDERAL JURY INDICTS 
HEILNER UNDER MANN ACT. 


Charges New Yorker with Taking 
Young Chicago Girl on Interstate 
Trip.

Equally wide awake was the watch 
maintained by two nameless guards, who 
referred all questioners to “ Phelan at 
the Brewery,” the same being John J. 
Phelan of 1233 Glenlake avenue, one of 
the managers of the Bartholomae & Roe- 
sing Brewing company. 


Brother Morrie Feared. 
The besieged women expected an at- 
tack at any minute during the night. 
“ Morrie"* Abrahams, political boss, 
“king of the Ghetto,” and brother of 
the late alderman, was the feared power. 
Neutrality treaties have been discarded 
on both sides with the realization by 
all parties to the fight that a saloon in 
the hand is worth two in the courts. 
Here’s the way it happened: 
When “‘ Manny” died in July, 1913, hie 
widow was appointed adminietratrix of 
the estate, which includes an interest ir 
the saloon at 2000 West Twelfth street, 
which was then known as “ Jacob’s 
Place.” 
Mrs. Abrahams says that no beer ever 
has been sold in the place except that of 
the Bartholomae & Roesing Brewing com- 
pany.

Morrie Gets a Rakeoff.

She alleges that the brewery 
pays “ Morrie” 50 cents on each barrel 
of its beer sold in the place. 

Mrs. Abrahams eays that she was 
forced to evict the last proprietors of the 
place on Nov. 1 for nonpayment of the 
rent.

Street Employes at Work 
All the Year,

The city of Chicago 
is going to stop forcing 


employés to become 
paupers for part of 
each year. At least, 
that desirable result 
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of Public Works McGann are approved 
by the city council. 

The same action will make easier the 
problem of unemployment in Chicago 
during the coming winter by keeping in 
regular jobs a lot of men who would oth- 
erwise be thrown out on the street. 


winter army of “ out of works ” in Chi- 
cago the city administration has always 
discharged a thousand or more men about 
Nov. 15. 

The South, North, and West park 
boards and other governing bodies alse 
lay off many hundreds of men for the 
winter. 

Altogether several thousand men whe 
work for the public during the open sea- 
son, are thrown out of work each year 
just as winter begins. 


Idle During Winter Months. 
Practically all these men are common 
laborers, who are paid from $2 to $2.35a 
day for something like 200 days a year. 
The other 100 wurking days in the year— 
the winter months, when it is almost im- 
possible to get the out of doer labor to 
which they are accustomed—they and’ 
their families are left to get along as well 
as they can. . 

One result has been that, as County 
Agent Meyer reports, an average of 1,000 
families of city employés are carried 
through the winter as paupere. They 
get food, coal, and clothing from the 
county agent. 

In other words, the public, which em- 
ploys the heads of these families for only 
two-thirds of each working year, sup 
ports them--to a considerable extent— 
during the other third. 

For example, in the street cleaning de- 
partment of the city alone it has been 
the custom to discharge from 800 to 1,000 
men about Nov. 15. They have not been 
given regular employment again, as « 
rule, until the big spring cleaning of

As the result of tests 
made by the efficiency department of the 
civil service commission it has been de- 
termined that a street cleaner, working 
on asphalt pavement, should clean once 
a day about a mile of street thirty-eight 
feet in width. 


This year the department hopes to be 


able to keep practically all its force of 
street cleaners regularly at work, a 
least until Jan. 1, when the appropria- 


tion to be made in the budget for 1915 will 
become available. 
For the new year Commissioner Mc- 


Gann will recommend an increased ap- 


propriation large enough to keep the 


whole force at work for twelve straight 


months. He will also ask that he he

Green Pea Loaves. 


HE old woodemen used to take with 
them into the forest a cake of 
cooked split pea, often having been 
frozen in a bowl, with a string 
frozen into it, so it could be easily 
lifted. This, heated up in the utensil the 
wood cutters carried at their belt or fas- 
tehed to their ax, furnished them with a 
hot and nourishing meal, emp Oe re 
sandwiches with coffee and better 
any other single thing they couid have 
had, considering everything. 

These little cakes of peas could be used 
today im our philanthropic work, and we 
could do a great deal more in giving poor 
people something nourishing for a small 
amount of money than perhaps by any 
other kind of nourishment we could sup- 
ply.
